Leipzig.—It seemingly pay s to beg 
in Leipzig. The municipal welfare of­ 
fice of tliis city has unearthed facts 
as to the profits of the begging pro­ 
fession that would seem fanciful were 
they not borne out by first-hand testi­ 
mony . 
One blind woman, for instance, man­ 
ages to scrape together 1,000 marks, 
about $250 a week. 
Daily earnings of 
$15 or $25 a day are not at all un­ 
usual with man and woman beggars 
of ex perience. 
Two brothers who were offered jobs 
declined them, say ing they were mak­ 
ing much more money with their “con­ 
certs.” 
These “concerts” consisted in 
singing 
before the houses of the mid­ 
dle class and following the 
perform ­ 
ance with a sad story ending in a plea 
for alms. 
One of the brothers, it de­ 
veloped, spent his Sunday s driving a 
motorcy cle with his fiancee. 
In another instance a beggar of­ 
fered the owner of a certain clever 
dog $100 for the loan of the animal 
during 
begging 
hours, 
because, 
he 
said, the animal would help Ids busi­ 
ness. 
Another beggar engaged two i 
cripples to beg for him. He paid them 
a regular salary , but claimed the en- \ 
tire earnings. 
In still another case a * 
beggar who pretended lie was a dis­ 
abled war veteran paid two watch­ 
ers 25 cents an hour each to warp 
\ 
him whenever a policeman appeared. 
Investigation further developed that 
one of the most lucrative forms of 
begging was that of ex hibiting chil­ 
dren by way of winning public sy m­ 
pathy . 
It was discovered that there 
ex ists a sciiool in Leipzig at which 
children are taught 
by 
ex perienced 
beggars what to say and what sort of 
doleful face to put up. 
Children thus 
trained are then hired out to profes­ 
sional beggars, who in return hand 
over a share of the proceeds to the 
director of the school.
